STANLEY BATES, Administrative Director of the Conference, 
teaches philosophy, and is Chairman of the Philosophy 
Department, at Middlebury College. He has taught previously at 
Harvard and the University of Chicago, and has served as 
Middlebury’s Dean of Arts and Humanities. His articles and 
reviews on ethics, aesthetics and the philosophy of law have 
appeared in the Journal of Philosophy, Ethics, The Philosophical 
Quarterly and Philosophy and Literature. 


JOHN GARDNER is a novelist, short story writer, poet and 
critic. His works include The Resurrection, The Wreakage of 
Agathon, Grendel, The Sunlight Dialogues, Nickel Mountain, 
The King’s Indian and October Light (fiction), A Child’s Bestiary 
(a book for children), On Moral Fiction (criticism) and a 
biography of Chaucer. A Guggenheim Fellow, he has held 
National Endowment for the Humanities and American 
Academy of Arts and Letters awards. He has taught at Oberlin, 
San Francisco State, Southern Illinois University, Bennington 
and George Mason University. 


GAIL GODWIN, novelist and short story writer, is the author of 
The Perfectionists, Glass People, The Odd Woman, Violet Clay 
(novels), and Dream Children (stories). Her stories and essays 
have appeared in Harper’s, Paris Review, MS., Cosmopolitan, 
McCalls, Antaeus, The New York Times, the North American 
Review, Atlantic and Esquire. She has written the librettos for 
three operas: “The Last Lover,” “Journals of a Songmaker,” and 
“Apollonia.” She has held National Endowment and Guggen- 
heim Fellowships. She has taught at The Center for Advanced 
Study in Urbana, The Iowa Writers’ Workshop, Vassar and 
Columbia. 


JOHN IRVING is a novelist and short story writer. The World 
According to Garp is his fourth novel; others are Setting Free the 
Bears, The Water-Method Man and The 158-Pound Marriage. 
He has been awarded Fellowships by the Guggenheim and 
Rockefeller Foundations and by the National Endowment for the 
Arts. His short fiction has appeared in Esquire and Playboy. He 
was Visiting Lecturer at the Iowa Writers’ Workshop and was 
Associate Professor at Mount Holyoke College. He is at work on 
a fifth novel, to be called The Hotel New Hampshire. 


DONALD JUSTICE, poet, teaches at the University of Iowa. 
His books include The Summer Anniversaries (a Lamont Poetry 
selection), Night Light, Departures, and several chapbooks of 
poems. He has edited The Collected Poems of Weldon Kees. His 
short stories have won O. Henry awards; he has held Rockefeller 
and Ford Foundation Fellowships and grants from the National 
Endowment for the Arts. Anew book, New and Selected Poems, 
is forthcoming. 


DAVID MADDEN, novelist and short story writer, is the author 
of The Suicide’s Wife, Cassandra Singing, Bijou, Pleasure Dome 
(novels) and The Shadow Knows (short stories). He has edited 
several books and was an editor of The Kenyon Review. He won 
a National Council of the Arts award; he is teaching at Louisiana 
State University. He was the William Raney Fellow at Bread Loaf 
in 1972. 


HOWARD NEMEROV, poet, novelist and essayist, teaches at 
Washington University, and has taught at Bennington, Brandeis 
and the University of Minnesota. He has served as a Consultant 
in Poetry to the Library of Congress. His books of poetry include 
The Image and the Law, The Blue Swallows, Gnomes and 
Occasions, The Western Approaches and The Collected Poems. 
He is the author of The Melodramatists, The Homecoming, A 
Commodity of Dreams, Stories, Fables and Other Diversions 
(fiction) and Figures of Thought (essays). He has been a 
Guggenheim Fellow and has received a National Institute of Arts 
and Letters Grant, and has been awarded both a National Book 
Award for Poetry (1978) and a Pulitzer Prize for Poetry (1978). 


TIM O’BRIEN, novelist and short story writer, is the author of 
Going After Cacciato, Northern Lights, and If I Die in a Combat 
Zone. His short stories have appeared in Esquire, Redbook, 
Massachusetts Review, Shenandoah, Denver Quarterly and in 
several anthologies. He has received National Endowment for 
the Arts and Massachusetts Arts and Humanities Foundation 
Fellowships. In 1975 he held the Fletcher Pratt Fellowship in 
Prose at Bread Loaf, and he was a Staff Assistant in 1976 and 
1977. 


ROBERT PACK, poet and Director of the Conference, teaches 
at Middlebury College. A former Fulbright Fellow, recipient of 
National Institute of Arts and Letters and Borestone Mountain 
Poetry Awards, his books of poetry are: The Irony of Joy, A 
Stranger’s Privilege, Guarded by Women, Selected Poems, 
Home from the Cemetery, Nothing but Light and Keeping 
Watch. He has published three books of poetry for children, a 
critical study of the poetry of Wallace Stevens, and he is co-editor 
of New Poets of England and America. Waking to My Name: 
New and Selected Poems will be published in 1980. 


LINDA PASTAN, poet, has published four books of poetry: A 
Perfect Circle of Sun, On The Way To The Zoo, Aspects of Eve 
and The Five Stages of Grief. A chapbook, Setting the Table, is 
forthcoming. Her poems and reviews have appeared in The New 
Yorker, Atlantic, The New Republic, MS., Sewanee Review and 
the Virginia Quarterly Review. She has received a grant from the 
National Endowment for the Arts and has won the Poetry Society 
of America’s di Castagnola Award. In 1974 she was the John 
Atherton Fellow in Poetry at Bread Loaf and she was a Staff 
member in 1978. 


STANLEY PLUMLY, poet, is the author of In the Outer Dark, 
How the Plains Indians Got Horses, Giraffe and Out-of-the-Body 
Travel. His poetry has appeared in American Poetry Review, 
Antaeus, The New Yorker, The Nation and Partisan Review. He 
has taught at Louisiana State University, Ohio University, the 
Iowa Writers’ Workshop, Princeton, Columbia and the University 
of Michigan. He is the recipient of the Delmore Schwartz 
Memorial Award for Poetry, a National Endowment for the Arts 
award and a John Simon Guggenheim Fellowship. 


LORE SEGAL is a fiction writer currently teaching at the 
University of Illinois, and she has taught at Princeton and Sarah 
Lawrence. Her books include Other People’s Houses and 
Lucinella. She has written several books for children, including 
Tell Me a Mitzi, All the Way Home, Tell Me a Trudy and The 
Juniper Tree and Other Tales from Grimm. She has held 
Guggenheim, National Council on the Arts, and CAPS grants. 


NANCY WILLARD is a fiction writer and poet. Her published 
work includes Childhood of the Magician (short stories), 
Testimony of the Invisible Man (criticism), Skin of Grace, 19 
Masks for a Naked Poet, A New Herball, Carpenter of the Sun 
(poetry), The Merry History of a Christmas Pie, Sailing to 
Cythera, The Snow Rabbit, All on a May Morning, Strangers’ 
Bread, Simple Pictures are Best, The Island of the Grass King 
and Papa’s Panda (children’s books). She teaches at Vassar. 


GEOFFREY WOLFF is a novelist and non-fiction writer. He has 
taught at Princeton, Middlebury and Goddard. He is the author 
of Bad Debts, The Sightseer and Inklings (novels) and Black Sun 
( a biography of Harry Crosby).
